“Leung Kwong” Disaster 
Inquiry. 


GOVERNMENT REGULATIONS. 


This morning further ‘evidence 
was heard by Mr. R. E. Lindsell 
and the special Goroner’s jury. in 
connection with the inquest on Mr. 
F, BE. A. Martin and others who 
lost their lives in the “Leung 
Kwong” disaster. 

Leung Hin-sang, the managing 
partner of the Kwong Fat Ship- 
building Company of Hunghom 
gave evidence. He said the 
“Leung Kwong” was built by his 


-lCompany and launched in 1922, 


For some time after the launch- 
ing the. Kwong Fat Company 
used the ship on the Wuchow 
run and subsequently sold her to 
the Chiat Woo Steamship Com- 
pany, her present owners.’ When 
the ship was built she was fitted 
with certain devices in compliance 
with the Anti-Piracy Regulations. 
These fittings were put in at the 
instance. of ‘the 
Marine Surveyor. There was a 
grille over the hatchway between 
the second and third class com- 
partments and this was fitted on 
the instruction of the Govern- 
ment Marine Surveyor. This 


fitted at the instance of the Gov- 
ernment Marine Surveyor who 
gave instructions for the grille to 
be locked when the ship was 
under way. When the Kwong 
Fat Company ran the “Leung 
Kwong” they had a passenger cer- 
tificate. This certificate could not 
be obtained before the grille in 
question was put.in. 
Anti-Piracy Regulations.

A WATERY GRAVE FOR’. 
WHISKY. ; 


. 8,000 GALLONS DUMPED. 


London. June 12. : 


Three thousand gallons of pure] ’ 


whisky spirit, 76 per cent. over- 
proof, have been effectively buried 
several miles off Aberdeen, ‘in the 
sea from which it was rescued, ° 
The spirit was contained in steel 
casks which some trawlers recently 
picked up in coastal waters. It is 
believed that it was part of the 
cargo of 2 vessel which was tor- 
pedoed during the War off North- 
West Scotland’ which had recently 
broken up, thereby, releasing , the 
casks from the hold. : 
Scottish Customs officials, who 
have now heartlessly dumped the 
whisky into & watery grave, arrang- 
ed originally to pour the contents 
of the casks into the sea from the 
cliffs, but abandoned the ided when 
it was shown that this would seri- 
ously affect the salr on fishing. 
The whisky was liable for a duty 
of five shillings per gallon, and
